Interesting. I had several replies on this from list members concerned 
that I was trading down. I appreciate the various points of view 
expressed, especially the civil ones, but the mode(s) I am trying to 
improve my set up for are AM and FM, and the DX-7O0T(H) shines on these 
modes compared to the Icom. 


Here's a few points that brought me to this decision: 


1 - The QSK in the Icom is fine, not Ten Tec quality, but very good. 
However, I run the Icom in Semi-QSK. No loss there... 


2 - The stock filter in the IC-735 on AM and FM is too wide. Adjacent 
channel rejection is better with the DX-70T(H). If you go to AM (N) on 


the 735, it is too narrow... 


3 - The step sizes on the DX-70T(H) make AM listening a lot easier, 
especially in the BCB and the SWBC area... 


4 - The IC-735 works great on 6 Meters, with a Ten Tec 1208 transverter, 


and it is cost effective, only if you don't run AM or FM. The 1208 drops 
off too much above 51.5 MHz to play on 6 FM, and we have a growing number 
of decent 6M repeaters, and a bunch of simplex up there, too. FM means 
"Fun Mode" even on QRP... 


5 - I still have occasion to turn up the wick, usually for traffic 
handling on 75M and 40M, and I am active on the NTS, not as much as I 
would like, but I am there... 


6 - And lastly is personal preference. I have owned the Alinco before, 
and I prefer the DX-70T(H). I mentioned the Kenwood and the other Icom 
on the outside chance that someone might have one and make a reasonable 
offer. 


The IC-735 is going to a couple of hamfests real soon, Buffalo and 
Marbletown (Newark, NY), plus it is listed on a couple of PBBS's and 
local swapnet listings. 


Regardless, I have backup gear, and backups to the backups, even a Heath

Frank, 


You may be overkilling the home brew ladder line. 1/2" PVC and similar 

comes in many thicknesses--use the lightest available. I have used CPVC 
spacers for antennas and open wire and it has endured for at least a few 
years in the sun and weather. 


I hack saw a slot,but do not deburr the edges. I drill a slightly small 
hole for the wire and do not deburr it either. Then I press fit the wire 
into the slot until it reaches the hole. The clamping effect of the rough 
PVC edge works well, but if you want further security, solder a small 
jumper across the PVC spacer. #418-#20 wire is fine. Save the caulk for 
weather sealing the door frame. I have used even lighter spacers with 
success. The object is to keep the line as light as reasonable spacing 
rigidity will permit. #14 is fine for lower power (up to a couple hundred 
watts) and handles quite well mechanically.

The first is his fathers license from 1941, just before WWII took him off 
the air.

>From the text on the wallet size license, "This license is valid until 3 
o'clock a.m., eastern standard time, 3 years from the date of issuance, 
subject to the provisions of all treaties, laws, orders, and regulation 
that apply to amateur radio stations." T.J.Slowie, Secretary FCC 

The new license forms just aren't quite the same somehow. 


Next piece of paper, a "Restricted Radiotelephone Operator Permit", this 
one is from JUL 12,1956 and the FCC secretary was Mary Jane Morris, and 
the issuing officer was Alfred L. Ritter. Excerpted from the back, 
",..MAYDAY is the international radiotelephone distress signal, Distress 
messages have absolute priority... ...Know your radio laws, treaties, 


rules and regulations. Failure to observer them may lead to suspension of 
this permit."

And finally, a "Restricted Radio Telephone Operator Permit", this is about 
3"x4" and looks like a negative photo copy that was shrunk down from a 
certificate type of original.

The icom works well on AM if you put it in the narrow filter, then 
tune off to the side with the passband. It works on AM, one of the 
few that does(kenwood 440 did not). 

There is also a change you can do to get the frequency to read out 
to 100 Hz I think....I did it on my old one....a diode clipped

I make what seems to be a very economical, robust and efficient 
ladderline... goes like this: 


buy #416 or #18 THHN or whatever at Home Depot. @ $13/500ft roll. 
buy 50'roll of 90mil weed wacker nylon @ $9/roll. (I think) 

Enjoy TV, libation, snacks while cutting nylon to 4" lengths. 

Enjoy same while bending ends of nylon around hot solder tip. (sm) 
make 2 or 3 five foot wood stakes w/small "T" at top, notches @ 3". 
Pound the stakes into the ground, about 30' apart. 

Unwind the spool of wire, double it, and stretch it thru the stakes 
Clamp tensioned wire, anchor with concrete blocks outside of stakes 
Hook the spreaders on the wire 18" apart; hot melt glue in place. 
Use hot air or solder gun to remove glue stringers and melt to wire 
Advance your ladderline to the next segment; roll up made section.

Howdy Todd and all... 

I have been an X-ray service engineer for many years. One of the most 
interesting medical research areas I have been introduced to is the 
preheating of cancer tumors to an exact temperature before application of 
radiation treatment. This treatment is still experimental. The method used 
includes the use of RF produced by amateur radio equipment. The source is a 
common transceiver modified to transmit from about 5 to 50 MHz Different 
frequencies are used based on the depth and size of the tumor. The signal is 
amplified by a common off the shelf amp. Power levels range from 100 to 
1000 watts. The load for the power is a specially designed coil type 
coupling device. The couplers are of different sizes and shapes determined 
by the size and anatomical location of the target area. It has been proven 
that preheating the tumor to a specific temperature increases the 
effectiveness of the radiation treatment by a large degree. In the last 
facility I visited, the rig was a kenwood TS-440 and the amp was and old 
Clipperton-L. The staff was not licensed for ham radio but they were covered 
by their research license I have listened for their signals in the amateur 


bands and have only been able to hear them when in close proximity to the 
facilities. 

On another note, I am sure you have all heard of ultra sound used for 
imaging of the internal organs of the human body. These are used frequently 
for prenatal testing and viewing of the fetus in pregnant women. I am not 
sure why they call it ultra sound. The frequencies used are usually 2.5, 5, 
and 10 MHz Another medical imaging device that uses RF is the common MRI 
scanner. After exposing the body to a strong magnetic field, the chromosomes 
in your tissue are aligned magnetically north and south in relation to the 
magnetic field. Upon removing the magnetic field, an RF signal is applied to 
the area as the chromosomes migrate back to their normal orientation. 
Electrons released from the chromosomes can then be detected and an image 
made of the tissue. All normal chromosomes in a given tissue will move at 
the same rate and emit the same amount of electrons. Any abnormal tissue 
will show that the chromosomes are moving at a different rate and therefore 
will show up in the image. 

Hope this is not too deep, but I thought it might be of interest.

can be rented at any equipment rental outlet. give it a shot and let us know.

We have a guy in our 
local club who wired his "backwards" (left-Dahs, right-DITS) and learned to 
use it that way. A few weeks later, after being told he had it "wrong", he 
read the instruction sheet and reversed his wiring. He tried using it this 
way for a few days but just couldn't get the hang of it. So he switched back 


to the "backwards" wiring and has been using it that way ever since. We keep 
a small patch cord that reverses the wiring at our club station so when he 
wants to use the Bencher his way he just has to attach the cord and go. 


Me? I am right handed but taught myself to use paddles with my left hand so 
I can keep the pen in my right hand ready to write. I use the right paddle 
for DAHS. It was easy enough to learn and I can switch off with right handed 
ops by simply sliding the paddles to the other side of the table.

Yup! I learned the same way, but I've never been tempted to try to 
"unlearn" it. Typically, I bring my own keyer to places (like Field Day or 
a friend's shack) where I might want to operate, and I have a switch 
installed to reverse it if someone who learned the "right" way wants to use 
it. You can use someone else's keyer in a pinch by turning it around and 
draping your hand over it from the back. 


It is a little known fact, that most folks can use their LEFT hand to 
operate a key that's wired "backward" from what they are used to. Try it.

C9 should be a 10 micro farad electrolytic, and included in the list 
for item 68. 


Also, the caps I received for Item 65 had a very small "104" stamped on 
them. 

This is not indicated as a possibility in the "Value/Type (Marking)" column. 

"104" is a correct marking possibility. 


Hope this helps to reduce some confusion. 


Also, yesterday, I posted some notes about the front panel assembly 
process. If you don't have them and would like a copy, let me know. (My 


slightly modified process 
helps to keep things stable and aligned nicely.) 


The NC20 is a great looking radio, and I can't wait to get it on the air. 
But, I'm not going to rush through building it. I'll take my time and try 
to do a good job. 


It is nice to hear that NC20's are showing up outside of the USA. Can't 
wait to make my first NC20 to NC20 DX contact.

I think one of the most interesting uses for RF in medicine is in 
radiosurgery. The unit I use is somewhere around 3 MHz. It has a 1 


tube transmitter that puts out about 100W. The receive antenna is a 
small plate placed under the animal or person. The transmitting antenna 
is a variety of probes or wires held in hand and used to cut. 


The RF creates enough heat in the cell to cause it to boil and rupture. 
With proper settings this can be controlled to one or two cell layers 
thick. Because the cells rupture ahead of the wire, there is no 
friction on the probe. Actually less friction than with a scalpel. You 
can make very acurate and controlled cuts. 


On histopathology of the incisions, there is alot less collateral damage 
than with a scalpel cut. Healling is alot faster and with less scarring. 


You do have to turn off the office music system when using it though.

Interesting stuff about medicinal RF applications... 
I gotta put in my OF remeberances. 


Waaay back in the olden days before CB took over 27 MHz, it was both a ham band 
and it was used for ISM (Industrial Scientific and Medical) purposes. Asa 
young twerp I was an SWL on the path to getting my ham license. I listened all 
around the HF spectrum and noted an intermittent loud buzzing interference to 
hams on the then 11 meter amateur band. It sounded like a dirty transmitter 
powered with unfiltered DC and was very annoying to say the least. 


I asked around the local hams and found that one of them was an MD. He showed 
me both his ham rig and his QRO diathermy (tissue heating with RF) equipment. It 
was, indeed, a crude 27 MHz free running oscillator with a high-power final fed 
with raw DC. 


With several doctors in my small town, I could tell by the signal strength 
which one was using his diathermy equipment at a given time. And there were 
some even weaker signals at times that must have come from other doctors 
several miles away in surrounding towns. 


I wonder if the CB'ers experience the same sort of interference these days.

Yep, that's backwards. However, in this day and age it 
doesn't really make much difference. 


Before keyers came to be, we all used bugs. They came in 
right hand and left hand models. I think that there must 
have been 500 right hand bugs for every 1 left hand bug 
made! 


So almost everyone learned to send with the thumb making 
dits if you were right handed. If you were left handed 
chances are that you learned to send on a right handed 
bug and sent dits with your finger and dahs with your 
left thumb. 


That way a left hander didn't have to carry his own bug 
around with him where ever he went. He could use the 
much more common right hand models that everyone seemed 
to have. 


Now it just doesn't much matter. Many rigs, keyers and 
even contest software let you swap the dit/dah functions 
in the setup software. And you can always turn the paddles 
upside down or around backwards in a pinch.

For those of you who are still putting up with the keying "thump" in the 
S38 receiver audio, here's an easy parts substitution (you DID put the IC's 
in sockets, didn't you?) that will reduce (but NOT eliminate) the problem: 
Replace the CD4066 CMOS switch IC with a MAX4066ACPD. The Maxim replacement 
has much lower "charge injection" than a stock 4066 resulting in reduced 
audio thump. Neither Digikey nor Allied list the MAX4066A, but Allied does 
list the MAX4066; this might be somewhat better than a standard 4066, but 
the "A" version has better specs and is the one I tried. You might be able 
to order a few (or get samples...) directly from Maxim Integrated Products.

I have two questions. 


First, does anyone know how the nice satin finish is created on 
aluminum antennas from some manufacturers, like Diamond? This finish 
is much different from the usual "don't do anything just leave it to 
oxidize and rub off on your hand" finish on most commercial aluminum 
antennas. Is it an anodizing process, or an etching process? Does it 


affect the conductivity or loss? Would a layer of aluminum oxide 
formed by anodizing affect the performance of an antenna since it is 
non-conductive? 


Second, I have heard that folks in the ARRL lab use coffee to dye the 
oxide layer on freshly anodized aluminum enclosures to achieve a very 
pleasing warm-brown-black color. Does anyone know the details of this 
process? Does it need to be etched first? Is it safe to do at home?

Hi Larry 


I have the same needs as you for a antenna to use in places without = 
trees. This is what I use right now: 


10m telescopic glasfibermast with a 40m radiator, and two radials for = 
every band I use. I have elevated the antenna 2 meters up, so all = 
radials are floating. It is fed with 450 Ohm ladderline via a tuner, and = 
work wonders for me. All my QRP is done on this antenna, and every QSO = 
is DX for me!!. I am using it for 40 - 10m. I can tune it on 80m but = 
have never tried to QSO with QRP on that band. It would be a very easy = 
antenna to set up. You can do with only two radials, if you cut them for = 
the different bands you intend to use. Use small cableshoose to change = 
radials when QSY to new band. You need a tuner for this antenna. 


Here is another idea: 


40m deltaloop fed with lightweight ladderline. This antenna can be used = 
from 40 - 10m. If fed in one of the low corners you have a vertical for = 
DX. If fed on the middle it will be horizontal as a dipole, and should = 
work good for "local" work.=20 


Now, if you cut the antenna in half, you will have a very ugly looking = 
dipole for 80m. My idea is to use a small isolator and two small = 
cableshoes. The only thing you need to do is to pull the cableshose = 
apart, and then you are ready for 80m. You could also bring a longer = 
piece of ladderline to make it a "normal" 80m dipole.

I have two questions. 


First, does anyone know how the nice satin finish is created on 
aluminum antennas from some manufacturers, like Diamond? This finish 
is much different from the usual "don't do anything just leave it to 
oxidize and rub off on your hand" finish on most commercial aluminum 
antennas. Is it an anodizing process, or an etching process? Does it 
affect the conductivity or loss? Would a layer of aluminum oxide 
formed by anodizing affect the performance of an antenna since it is 
non-conductive? 


Second, I have heard that folks in the ARRL lab use coffee to dye the 
oxide layer on freshly anodized aluminum enclosures to achieve a very 
pleasing warm-brown-black color. Does anyone know the details of this 
process? Does it need to be etched first? Is it safe to do at home?

Well it was a looonnnnnnnggggg daaaaayyyy. Worked a full day minus an hour. 
Drove 2 hours to Nashville for a class. Sat in class for 3 hours, drove home 
2 hours. Back was sore, head was sore.. basically felt like a sore old 
geezer. Walked into the house and there on the table was a huge (priority 
mail can't remember, but really looked impressive) cardboard mailer. Opened 
it up and inside was the tiny little choke I was waiting on. Can't believe 
the level of support given to the builders on this K2 project. Eric and 
Wayne have been 100% accessible via email. If I have a question, comment or 
anything I get an answer VERY promptly. Think it cost them a bunch to send 
me one little part. Encouragement and support are their middle names.. 
strange.. both Wayne and Eric having the same middle name :x) 


I had finished the first stage of my K2 RF board. Only needed one part to be 
able to power up and start on alignment and get to see what was and wasn't 
working. This board has LOTS of parts and first kit where the intentionally 
have you put a bunch of pieces on the bottom and solder on top of board. I 
have been going real slow.. and not an easy task considering I have had the 
pleasure of actually using a finished model for 2 days (controlled myself 
and actually returned it to owner on time.. after taking 1/2 day vacation to 


play with it. 


I told myself I was way too tired to even thing about it.. over 15 hours of 
work.. ate dinner, watched some tv.. took a really hot shower, watched a 
movie... got bored. .. attempted not to even think about finishing the last 
step. 


Hit a space warp and ended up in the ham shack. Next thing I knew, somehow 
the part was on the board and the soldering iron was hot. Now I absolutely 
promised if I put the part on, I would under NO circumstances power up or 
test the next phase of the rig. I even left the shack after the soldering... 
somehow the case got put together and the power plug inserted into the k2.. 
very scary phenomena in mid-Tennessee for a Monday night. Well the initial 
tests went very well.. only did 2.. and went to sleep.. see, I do have some 
control, not much, but some. Ok, I was late for work and ended up back in 
the shack finishing up the alignment. Went very smoothly. Only problem I 
have had was putting the frequency probe together wrong so that sometimes it 
doesn't connect right to control board.. Eric is sending me the replacement 
ends to redo it.. for the 100s of parts and such .. not much of an error. I 
have finished everything for the first stage except the tweeking of the 40 
meter rec. I did however fire up my SWR analyzer to use as a signal source 
and make sure the receiver at least appeared to be working, and it did. 


So far for a Field Test Wayne and Eric are scoring about 95+%. This is 
better than many finished product kits I have built that are a LOT less 
complex. This is one fun kit to build. Everytime I look at the guts, can't 
believe the way it is going together... gonna be a 9 year dream come true 
when I finish. 


If you have been thinking about getting one, don't think anyone is going to 
be dissapointed... well worth the money.. and I am really really cheap about 
spending money on toys :x)

Hi All, 


I completed my NC20 last weekend. Everything went together very 
well. One thing I noted right away is how quiet the rig is! I can 
barely detect the noise when connecting/disconnecting the 

antenna (???) 


Alignment was done without much problem using an o'scope and the 
Kenwood TS850s as a test receiver/transmitter. 


Yesterday, I was able to manage the first QSO on the NC20 for 30 
minutes with N8ED in Lowell, MI. He was running 100w. I was 

running about 4w into a hamstick antenna. He gave me a 559 

report, and me how good the NC20 sounds on the air. But I noted 

that his signal is kinda low for a10Qw (much too low to my liking - If 
tick sidetone/AFA were an S9, his would be around S2-S3) 


I took the NC20 back into the shack last night and carefully realigned 
every thing using Gary Surrency's method (hook the o'scope to R58 

and listen to the TS850s transmitting a watt into the dummy load and 
adjust TC6, TC2, TC5 for best signal). The NC20 hears a little bit better 
now, but not much! (Yes, I am on the correct sideband) 


Today, I was comparing weak signals between the Kenwood TS850s 

and the NC20 sitting side by side. There were a lot of weak signals 
(s1-2) that the TS850s can pickup very well through a couple of CW 
filters, but the NC20 did not even detect them!!! 


Anyone else experience this? 
Here are a few questions I have for the NC20 Elmers: 


1. Should the noise raise a much higher (as with my Kenwood 
TS850s) when an antenna is connected to the NC20? 


2. Adjusting TC3 and TC4 did not seem to make much different. 
What is the correct way of adjusting these RF attenuator trim 
caps? 


3. What should I do to improve the receiver performance short of 
Swapping out transistors? 


TIA for all the helps / suggestions which I am sure will overflow 
my mail box...

Jeff, As I remember, there was no mod available for the 
original kit, however a great deal of improvising went 
on. I took a dual approach by first machining approx.. 
1/16" off each arm's paddle mating surface. Then I 
experimented with a variety of different paddle 
materials, discarding the 1/4" thick Plexiglas. I 
finally settled on a nice pair of tortoise shell guitar 
picks. The spacing is somewhat closer than that of my 
bencher and not quite as close as the brass racer. 


Quite comfy for me. I'm sure u will hear quite a few 
tips in the next few hours. GL
